Hotel Royal, near C. P. R. station, on 
main street, Vulca*. Kates 50c., 75c. ,$1. 

The council of the town, at a recent 
meeting, determined the Vulcan tax rate 
for the current year. The general rate 
is 10 mills, school 20 mills, supplement¬ 
ary revenue 1.12 mills ; business tax is 7 
per cent of assessment. These rates are 
levied on a land assessment of $180,288, 
and an improvement assessment of $412, 
1 15, the improvements being rated at a 
two-thirds valuation. The method of 
taxation this year is a departure to some 
extent from that which has obtained for 
some years. The change will perhaps 
he the subject of some discussion when 
the tax notices are received, but soon 
the new system will he understood and 
generally accepted as the best to take 
care of the circumstances as they exist 
in Vulcan. 

The accomplishments ol our people are 
to The Advocate a delight to record. Mr. 
Joe Korczynski is the citizen due special 
mention at this time. Pursuing a course 
of studies in Latin, preparatory to taking 
pharmacy at Alberta University, he has 
iieen eminently successful in passing the 
required units one and two. The re¬ 
markable feature of this success is that 
Mr. Korczynski covered in one year that 
course which is assigned for two, and 
furthermore, the study w:as an aftex- 
work proposition, being employed in the 
day hours in the drug store with Mr. 
Krrett King. Ninety-five per Cent was 
obtained by him in the examinations in 
which only fifty per cent is required to 
puss. Only fifteen ttudents in all of the 
province qualified iu these examinations 
this year, and all of them hut the one ex¬ 
ception had previously spent a year on 
the units necessary. Joe, as he is best 
known, is a graduate of the Vulcan 
schools, going tlig entire route here from 
the primary to the high school, and in 
every grade madt-an exceptional record, 
and mention is also due the fact that his 
latest accomplishment was attained un¬ 
der the tuition of Miss Davis, teacher on 
the Vulcan high school staff. Mr. Kor- 
i zynsln will go to the University some 
time this month. • '

The determination to re-build the cur¬ 
ling rink and make necessary repairs to 
the skating rink has been implemented 
by tile town council by the letting of a 
contract for the performance of the work.

The total is 
approximately 265. More have been 
affixed since, and there was application 
for tuition from non-resident pupils far 
beyond the capacity of accommodation 
There is to some extent in these circum 
stance proof of the recognition of the 
continued excellence and high standard 
of the Vulcan schools, and a fact which 
makes this institution an asset to the 
town and district.

When the new 
bills are ready the banks will issue 
them and send to Washington the 
large ones that come into their pos¬ 
session. When the new money has 
driveq out the old it will be found 
that everybody has been benefited. 
While the two sizes are in circulation 
only bankers and magnates will be 
inconvenienced and lose a few of the 
smaller type between the larger ones. 
-But when the last of the largo hills 
has disappeared from circulation the 
government will save money, the wad 
wHl make a smaller bulge in the pants 
pocket or silk stocking and paper 
money will he more mailable as well 
as portable. Small enough to be 
placed in a wallet or envelope with¬ 
out folding, the diminutive currency 
will remain cleaner and will live 
longer. Moreover, Secretary Mellon 
says the new hills will he harder to 
counterfeit and handsomer than the 
old.

SEE THEM WHEN THEY COME 


This has been a very bad year to 
experiment with harvest combines 
and other new methods of quick har¬ 
vesting and threshing our grain crops 
owing to the excessively wet season 
that has prevaileld. “Dad” Fletcher 
of near Brant, has operated with a 
combined cutter and harvester for 
two years and he has great luitli in 
the use of this machine, notwithstand¬ 
ing the difficulties he has had to con¬ 
tend with this season owing to rain. 
Farmers throughout, the country are 
watching with considerable interest 
! the development of the combine anu 
[ the prediction is made that the use of 
combines will become general in many 
I sections of this country. Another 
satisfactory machine which apparent¬ 
ly is seeing its first season in these 
parts is the swather, resembling a 
stook-loader. It cuts a strip of 24 
feet wide, the^ grain being carried 
across the matmine and rolled in long 
streaks to dry on the stubble. It cuts 
high, leaving about a foot of stubble. 
This provides air space underneath. 
In case of rainfall the moisture is 
more apt to pass through instea’d of 
lodging and a successful wind sweep¬ 
ing under would dry the grain very 
quickly. The machine is followed by 
a moving threshing machine, whicn 
dumps the grain into wagons. In this 
way the expense of twine, stooking 
and bundle wagons is do^e awav 
| with. 

In all fairness to these machines 
being operated is must be said tnat 
this is not a gooTTY^ar for a tryout 
as the grain in thi .5 district—has ma¬ 
tured so unevenly that some of it re¬ 
quires a much longer drying period 
than tha rest. Everywhere in this dis¬ 
trict the last ounce of power is being 
thrown into the harvest fields. Great 
expectations are being held by eleva¬ 
tor men and all interested. The suc- 
■ cess of the crops rests on the Weath- 
1 er of the next few days. 

A very severe frost coming now 
could do infinite damage, especially to 
I standing grain. The stooks generallv| 
are being capped this year as a pro- 
j tection from the weather. Little grain 
J is expected at the elevators for about 
! three weeks. The fields which were 
cpt fairly green a week ago have rip¬ 
ened perfectly in stook, due to the 
sunshine and the juice in the stalk, 
and are producing a splendid quality 
of grain. 

USE PRECAUTIONS 

No Cases of Infantile Paralysis Here 

As Yet. Parents Should Observe 
These Rules 

Keep children away from crowds. 
Allow them to play outdoors as much 
as possible, but not in contact with 
large groups of children. Keep tnem 
by themselves as far as possible. 

Give children wholesome and easily 
digestible food, including plenty of 
milk and vegetables. Raw vegetables 
and fruit should be thoroughly washed 
before being eaten. - Milk should be 
kept cold and carefully protected 
from flies. 

Children should be given a dailjr 
tub bath, and their clothing should be 
washed frequently. 

Children should have ample rest. ( 
Twelve hours sleep in a well ventilat-: 
ed. iigdroom is a good rule to follow. 
Keep the /bedroom windows open. 

I Keep tmsjioine fr ee frq m dust, but 
- avoid dry st^pryplng amPv dusting. 
Sprinkle the floor with piecesXot damp 
ened paper before sweeping, land use 
a cloth frhich has beefi moistened for 
dusting. / 

Inasmuch, as there is a greet varia¬ 
tion in the onset of Poliomyelitis, at 
a time when the disease is prevalent, 
children showing any evidence of a de 
parture from normal health should be 
carefully watched and isolated. It is 
urgent that prompt medical attention 
should be given in all cases. 

The abortive or very mild types of 
the disease which recover in a few 
days without any paralysis, and tne 
carriers who harbor the virus of the 
disease in the nose and throat but do 
not develop the disease, are now 
known to be most important factors in 
the spread Qf infection and render the 
control of the disease an extremely 
difficult problem. 

In patients suffering from the 
disease, careful attention should be 
given to the prompt disinfection of 
all nose, throat and bowel discharge, 
and to articles soiled therewith. 

When the disease is prevalent all 
children known to be ill and not re¬ 
ceiving medical attention should be 
reported to the local board of health. 

The quarantine period in Poliomye¬ 
litis is three weeks from the onset of 
the infection. Exposed children of 
the household and adults of the house 
hold whose vocation brings them into 
contact with children, or who are food 
handlers, should be quarantined for 
14 days from last exposure to a recog¬ 
nized case. 


GAS AND OIL 

Though the Prairie Provinces are 
principally devoted to agriculture, 
mining is of growing importance in 
Manitoba and Alberta. Natural gas 
has long been used in he province, but 
only within the past few months has 
there been any definite indication ojk 
oil. In Alberta the prospect is most 
encouraging. Alberta possesses one 
of the largest deposits of low-grade 
coal in the world. As a rule, the ac¬ 
tivity of the mines is confined almost 
entirely to winter mining to meet lo¬ 
cal demand. This year, some of the 
railways abandoned the use of oil on 
their mountain trains, resulting in an 
all-year demand for the higher grade 
Albertan and British Columbian coals. 


Compilation of the production fig¬ 
ures for Royalite No. 4 well for the 
month of August, shows that the mar 
velous achievement of this well is be¬ 
ing continued. During August, one 
of the months in which, because of 
the warm weather, production is us¬ 
ually low, the well produced 16,969 
barrels of 73 gravity naptha. Royal¬ 
ite No. 1 and No. 3 produced 172.3 
barrels. The production for Royalite 
No. 4 averaged 547 barrels per day 
and was 172 barrels less than in Aug¬ 
ust than in July, but the August pro¬ 
duction exceeded the June production 
by 138 barrels. The flow of 18,(100,- 
000 cubic feet of wet gas struck when 
the well was ffrought in in October, 
1924, has not altered materially.

AGAINST THE DOLE SYSTEM 

Miss Flora Drummond, head of the 
British Guild of Empire, was in Cal¬ 
gary last Friday. This society was 
started several years ago in the Oid 
Country as a protest against strikes 
and the miserable Dole system. Shei 
says the membership has grown to 
over 40.0(H) and one hundred meetings 
are ludd each week throughout the 
Empire. Their meetings in ,».riert 
Hall, London, averages 10,000 and the 
movement is closely watched and en¬ 
couraged by tin British government. 
Miss Drummond was met in Caigan 
by Mrs. McClung and ladies from dif¬ 
ferent Canadian clubs and she visited 
new settlers who are located near 
Calgary. Her report about Canada 
will be favorable and when she re¬ 
turns she will no'doubt interest people 
who desire to work to come out to 
Western Canada. 

MARK TWAIN AS PROPHET 

An American Congressman has dug 
up a quotation frojn Mark Twain 
which shows that that remarkable 
man was milch more than a humorist. 
■Twain was dealing with temperance, 
and said to prohibition: “1 am a 
friend of temperance, and T want it 
to succeed, but I don’t think pronibi- 
tion is practical. The Germans, you 
see, prevent it. Look at them. They 
liaye just invented a method of mak¬ 
ing brandy out of sawdust. Now, 
what chance will prohibition have 
when a man can take a lTp saw and 
go out and get drunk with a lence 
rail ?, What is the good of prohibi¬ 
tion if a jnan is able to make brandy 
mash out of the shingles of his roof, 
or if he can get the delirium tremens 
by drinking the legs off the kitchen 
table?” There 1 are Americans wno 
will hold that, substantially, Twain's 
prophecy has been fulfilled. Liquor, 
they say, is being made from every 
variety of vegetable from corn to po¬ 
tatoes. and from every sort of fiui< 
from grapes to apples. Woods, it is 
believed, only await their turn, in 
which case Mark will step high among 
the prophets. 

FOOT ROT EPIDEMIC 

Dr. Talbot of the Veterinary depart 
ment is at present engaged with Prof. 
W. L. Carlyle at the E.P. Ranch in an 
investigation of the outbreak ol wnat 
is termed “Necrosis or Foot TTol’ ’I 
that is prevalent among horses of the 
foothijl country. The disease is 
gangrene of the bonej or the deatn of 
all or part of a hone in mass. The 
disease has been prevalent up north 
for some time and it affects heavy 
horses moreso than light horses and 
breaks out during wet seasons. It »s 
thought that the hoof become affect¬ 
ed through certain poisons in- slews 
and ponds. Dr. Talbot and Prof. 
Carlyle are making^xperiments wrtn 
treatments for the disease when it is 
hoped they will be successful in dis¬ 
covering a cure for the malady. Hor¬ 
ses on the E. P. and Bar U and other 
ranches are reported to have it. 

WRECK OF AIR MAIL SERVICE 

The papers of Friday contained in¬ 
formation from Rimogski, Quebec, 
that the airplane of Major Tudhope 
which was at Rimouski 4o inaugurate 
the new trans-Atlantic air mail ser-, 
vice, was wrecked in taking off from I 
the water for Montreal. The plane 
had taken on 35 bags of mail and rose 
from the water, but failed to clear the 
Rimouski wharf against which one of 
its pontoons crashed. Major Tudhope 
and his mechanic fell into the St. 
Lawrence. The pilot and all the mail 
were rescued but the airplane wa» de¬ 
clared to be wrecked. 

Major Tudhope is a former resident 
of High River, being stationed at 
High River with the air force several 
years ago. 

The Geographic board of Canada 
have named one of the Rocky Moun¬ 
tains, with an altitude of 19,900 feet, 
after Premier Baldwin. 

It is interesting to note the greater 
number of horses founded on farms.

ITEMS OF INTEREST

The Canadian Pacific'Railway is to 
add an air branch, to its present ser¬ 
vice which is being pushed by Major 
General J.H. MacBrien,former chief of 
staff. General MacBrien is at present 
provisional chai tqti an of the Canadian 
Air League. It is expected that Mac¬ 
Brien will be placed in charge of the 
railway’s aerial department, if it ma¬ 
terializes. He is himself, a licensed 
air pilot, having taken the course at 
Camp Borden a year or so ago, and in 
addition, has made an intensive study 
of aeronautics. 

The .Eskimos are not yet racially 
immune from the white man’s dis¬ 
eases, according to Dr. F. C. Banting 
discoverer of insulin, who has just re¬ 
turned from a trip in the Artie on the 
Government steamer Beothic. Gradu¬ 
ally increasing contact with white 
men is slowiy changing the Eskimo 
character, according to Dr. Branting’s 
observations. The trading companies, 
he said, are converting the natives 
from tribes of hunters to trappers. 
They are outfitted with woolen cloth¬ 
ing, tobacco, weapons, etc., and sent 
out to trap foxes. As a result their 
industry of hunting the caribou and 
other native costume, and to some ex¬ 
tent native diet, is being transformed 
as a consequence. The native cos¬ 
tume of the Eskimo, made of caribou 
hjdes with seal-skin boots, weighs 
about one-half that of the average 
winter-clad Canadian citizen, but will 
withstand cold as low as 60 degrees be 
low zero. Having largely abandoned 
that clothing, the Eskimo are now suf 
fering from tuberculosis, and in 1926 
a violent influenza epidemic caused 
many deaths among them.

Canada approaches the fall of the 
year in a spirit of thankfulness and 
looking back over the months of 1927 
which have passed; has every cause 
for satisfaction. Her post war prob¬ 
lems definitely solved, the Dominion 
has made confident advance upon the 
road to prosperity. Behind her are 
months of satisfactory accomplish¬ 
ment and she faces a future growing 
ever rosier with promise. 

In Canada’s first industry of agri¬ 
culture the situation is a highly en¬ 
couraging one. The harvest promises 
to be a bountiful one with its benefits 
very generally distributed, every prov 
ince and practically every section 
sharing. This, following the profit¬ 
able returns of the past few years 
will place farmers in yet more excel 
lent position and further fertilize the 
ground for new colonization. 

While the volume of new immigra¬ 
tion Canada might have received has 
been reduced by restrictive measures 
consequent upon a temporary conges¬ 
tion due to a late spring, the first six 
months of the year, nevertheless, 
show an increase of 52 per cent, ovei 
the corresponding period of 1926. At 
the same time the wave of Canadians 
returning from- the United States 
sweeps back without abatement while 
the exodus to the south has been to an 
extent stemmed. Homestead filings in 
Western Canada show a healthy in- I 
crease and land sales in the area have 
been ^larger. 

The volume of indusntrial employ¬ 
ment in each of the first seven months 
of 1927 has shown itself greater tl }dn 
in any of the corresponding mpriths 
back to the period of the height of 
post-war inflation. Manufacturing in 
practically all lines has been continu¬ 
ed at a much brisker rate. The grand 
total of trade for the first four 
months of the present fiscal year was 
nearly twenty million dollars greater 
than ia the previous corresponding 
period. 

The fishing industry on both Atlan¬ 
tic anil Pacific and in tne inland wa¬ 
ters has been on the whole^’satisfac- 
tory with the export trade showing 
a marked recovery. The lumber in¬ 
dustry in all divisions exhibits brisk¬ 
ness with exports moving in substan¬ 
tial volume. The pulp and paper in¬ 
dustry shows further increments in 
figures of production ,pnd export. 
Mining activity in general has been 
particularly gratifying in all fields 
and a new record of production value 
is promised. 

Tourist travel to Canada has, ac¬ 
cording to authorities, been larger 
and more profitable than before. A 
feature has been the visit of many 
important and influential British con¬ 
ventions and delegations indicative of 
the greater interest in Dominion af¬ 
fairs generated in the British Isles. 
The influence of the disseminated im¬ 
pressions of these individuals can not 
but biufraught with great future ben¬ 
efit ti^Canada. 

The visit to Canada last month of 
their Royal Highnesses the Prince of 
Wales and Prince George and. the 
British Premier, and their widely 
quoted remarks published in the Brit¬ 
ish and general press, has been pro¬ 
ductive of much valuable publicity, 
while Mr. Baldwin’s statement re¬ 
garding Canada as a desirable field 
for British settlement, is clear indi¬ 
cation of the desire of the British 
Government to further, in every pos¬ 
sible way, greater British emigration 
to Canada. 

Altogether the situation is healthy 
and the outlook encouraging. Having 
slowly and stalwartly overcome the 
obstacles to her progress imposed by 
the war and post war periods, the 
Dominion is launched once again upon 
her normal career of advancement 
which the outbreak of hostilities inter¬ 
rupted. 

A FALLING OFF 

Number of Beef Cattle Lower Last 
Y ear According to Official Returns 

The number of animals reported to 
be on- Canadian farms in June, 1926, 
showed increases, as compared with 
June 1925, in milch cows, sheep and 
swine, but a decrease in the stocks of 
other cattle, according to the annual 
livestock and animal products statis¬ 
tics report issued at Ottawa. The 
number of milch cows reported was 
3.951,335 in 1926 and 3,830,175 in 
1925; of the other cattle 5,208,815 anu 
6,477,123 respectively; sheep 3,035,507 
and 2,755,556;and swine 4,47(1,771 and 
4,426,148. The number of swine is 
still below the total of. 5,069,181 re¬ 
ported for 1924. The totals for all 
poultry farms increased from 48,133,- 
969 in 1925 to 49,641,472 in 1926. Al¬ 
berta holdings of other cattle were 
the second largest reorted for any 
province, returns showing 436,505 
milch cows; 929,111 other cattle; 411,- 
400 sheep; 778,699. swine and 6,656,- 
622 poultry. Saskatchewan holdings 
of poultry ranked second, totals be- 
I ing as follows: Milch cows 497,572, 
other cattle 922,373; sheep 133,000 
swine 599,601; poultry, 8,767,000. Tne 
average value per head of farm live¬ 
stock and poultry in Canada show in¬ 
creases for milch cows ($52 as against 
$51 in 1925), and poultry ($1.03 as 
against 98 cents). Other values re¬ 
mained stationary and wore as fol¬ 
lows: Other cattle $31; sheep $10 
and swine $16. 

The Alberta Government is to make 
a soil survey of the northern regions 
shortly, upon the return of A. Chard, 
Government surveyor. He will be ac¬ 
companied by experts from the De¬ 
partment of Agriculture and the Uni¬ 
versity of Alberta. _

During the Winter Months is Dealt 
Herewith by Manager of Experi¬ 
mental Karin 

Dairy cattle have been kept at the 
Dominion Experimental Station at 
Rosthern since 1914, and although 
methods of feeding and management 
are in some respects different from 
those in most herds, the health and 
vigor and production of the animals 
comprising the herd are such as to 
justify what has been done. Cattle 
do not seem to know whether the stu- 
ble is painted or unpainted, whether 
it is made of dressed lumber or logs, 
their production and condition of 
health does not seem to vary with 
temperature. They are, however, af¬ 
fected by feeds, regularity of feed¬ 
ing, draughts, exercise ami sunshine. 
The cows in milk and the calves drop¬ 
ped after July 1st are kept in stables 
free from draughts and so ventilated 
as to be supplied with dry fresh air 
but not warm, the temperature fre¬ 
quently dropping below zero. It is 
convenient for the herdsman to have 
water in the mangers but the tempta¬ 
tion then is to deprive the cows of 
sufficient exercise and sunshine. If 
turned out twice daily for water ir¬ 
respective of the weather the cattle 
aie mere healthy. Calves dropped 
before July first, bulls and unfreshen- 
ml heifers do not require stables. They 
thrive in corrals having pole and 
straw shelters over the north end. 
When provided with plenty of fresh 
bedding they do not seem to mind the 
low temperatures although wind does 
affect them adversely. It is better 1 if 
the shelter can be closed in time of a 
storm. Cattle can be carried Through 
the winter under such conditions in¬ 
creasing in weight if they have suffic¬ 
ient feed of the right kind. They 
thrive on plenty of hay or oat straw 
and ensilage with a little meal. They 
thrive better if feeding, watering and 
milking are carried out v*ith regular¬ 
ity. 

HAS GREAT CROP 

‘‘Dad’’ Fletcher Comes of Line of Ag¬ 
riculturists; Has 2806 Acres Under 
Cultivation Now 

“We have the greatest crop we ever 
raised, although a lot is in had shape, 
being lodged and a little late.” This 
is the optimistic statement given the 
press by “Dad’’ Fletcher, who has 
2800 acres under cultivation neai 
Brant. Mr. Fletcher said he estimated 
that some of his wheat would thresn 
out from So to 60 bushels to the acre. 

Mr. Fletcher comes of a family of 
farmers. Hp says he remembers see¬ 
ing his grandfather threshing wheat 
with a flail. His father purchased the 
first J. 1. Case thresher that was set 
down'on Dakota soil, and Dad is just 
as up-to-date, as he has discarded ail 
the old machinery and has adopted 
the combination mower, thresher ar.u 
cleaner. Mr. Fletcher told the re- 
portdte that last fall he gathered 13 
1-3 bushels more to the acre off poor 
sufnmer fallow with the combine than 
he did with the binder—that is, after 
all loss in stock and scattering of 
grain in collecting it for the thresher 
is deducted. He estimated that had 
he used the combine on his whole crop 
last year he would have made $35,000 
more from his crop than he did. He 
reserved 350 acres on which to tr>* 
the combine. This being the last, waj 
reaped after the bad weather ar.a 
threshed as it was cut. The result 
was that while he received $1.60 for 
this wheat, that which had stood in 
the stook throughout the storm 
brought around 70 to 80 cents. Dad 
said he had several hundred acres cut 
by the combine and at present lying' 
on the stubble and he was not worry¬ 
ing at all about it, as the combine cuts 
it off about 17 inches from the top 
and it lies on the top of the stubble 
until gathered. All water runs off it 
and does no damage, he said. 

Hail this summer has meant the 
loss of between 60,000 and 70,000 
bushels of wheat to Mr. Fletcher, but 
he intends cutting the regrowth for 
green feed. 

“Does wheat make good green 
feed?” he was asked. 

“Yes,” he replied. “One season 
when hay was scarce and high I cut 
30 acres of wheat just when it was 
dropping the blossom. Some of my 
neighbors .thought I was very foolish. 
But it makes splendid hay for work 
horses. That year I fed my horses 
oats and they were anxious to get at 
the wheat hay. But it must be cui 
before the kernels are formed to be 
the best,’’ he added.

The crop will be from 45.000 to 50,-1 
000 tons, in their judgment, as com- i 
pared with 41,00# tons last year. The 
acreage has increased within the year 
by 800.

The establishment of a colony of 
German noblemen in Saskatchewan 
is a possibility judging by the visit to 
St. Walburg of a number of titled 
Germans headed by Dr. Smidel von 
Seeberg, of Berlin, who is already es¬ 
tablished on an estate in the afea. In¬ 
vestment of a capital of large propor¬ 
tions upon huge farms is said to be 
contemplated by the party which is to 
return to (Jermanv to make rts report 
and come hack in the spring with 
families and relatives. One member 
has already purchased one and one- 
half sections of land. 

A French writer in the Petit Paris- 
icn supports the British position at 
the recent Geneva conference when 
he says: “But England does not only 
defend her glory. She defends her 
life. The British Isles contain onlv 
seven weeks’ food. If the British 
fleet cannot assure the defence of the 
trade routes, England runs the risk 
of becoming the prey of her enimies. 
The freedom of the seas was assured 
by England during the war. It was, 
thanks to the British fleet, that the 
Allies were fed at the cost of untold 
difficulties and terrible losses. Thanks 
to it. too, the whole American Army— 
a fact forgotten too soon on the othei 
side of the Alantic—disembarked 
without the loss of a man or a gun.’ - 
The case could hardily have been put 
more truthfully. 

Bishop N. B. Stauffer died suddenly 
on Tuesday night at his home near 
Aidersyde from a stroke. The late 
Bishop Stauffer came from Waterloo, 
Ontario m 1900 with his wife and lo¬ 
cated on the farm where lie died. The 
deceased has been Bishop of the Men- 
nonite Church of Alberta and Sas- 
"katrhnwan for about 15 rears amt was 
one of the most highly respected of 
men. not only by his own church, but 
by sister churches, particularly around 
his own home. The funeral will take 
place on Sunday afternoon from the 
Mount view Meimonite Church and will 
lie conducted by Bishop M. E. Roth of 
Toltield, Alberta, and the Rev. Ijpmc 
Miller of Mazeppa. at one o'clock 
from the residence and two o’clock at 
t Iff" church. Bishop Stauffer haiUre- 
cently returned from a visit irt the 
States and Ontario with relatives and 
the news of his sudden death came as 
a shock to his innumerable friends 
around High River. The deceased 
leaves a widow anti nine sons ana 
daughters to mourn the loss of a de¬ 
moted husband and loving father.

For failing to obey the order Jssyeil 
by Harry Helnftis, weed inspector, to 
cut a quantity of Canadian thistles on 
bis farm, William Bryce, a farmer in 
Okotoks district, was fined $10 and 
costs, at Okotoks. Bryce pleaded that 
the farm belonged to his wife wijo 
had forbidden him to cut them. 

An Allberta farmer was recently 
fined for not cutting weeds around Mis 
farm. Take heed and cut your weeds. 

Two young Englishmen twere picked 
up 300 miles from Newfoundland’s 
shores after a 70-day struggle cross¬ 
ing tlie Atlantic in a 22 foot yawl The 
yawl is still safer than the monoplane 
in crossing the Atlantic. 

Canada’s dairy production continues 
to increase in volume, all of the prov¬ 
inces increased creamery butter yield. 
Dairy factories totalled in 1926, 3,074, 
also an increase, with an output value 
of $131,576,112 of butter and cheese 
factories. Miscellaneous products, 
such as ice cream, whey, etc., reached 
a value of $31,27.6,795. Canada’^ 
dairying industry continues to be 
therefore one of great and growing 
importance. 

At a Calgary banquet I). C. Cole¬ 
man, C.P.R. vice president, drew 
some lessons from the career of P. L. 
Naismith. The first was that hard 
work and devotion to duty pays; the 
second that the efficient workman, to 
reach success, need not trumpet his 
own piaisets; the third, that simplicity 
of character and directness of purpose 
are great assets in business life.

They have counted for 
success in all generations.
